“Stalin and I together, for in- 
stance, called the Allis-Chalmers 
strike.

There has got to be a 
new order, you know—a new or- 
der for the world—and Germany 
must have security. We cannot 
tolerate that a great and powerful 
country like yours should remain a 
standing challenge to thé National 
Socialist Weltanschauung.

‘ Captain Peyton said the urgent- 
ly needed mineral which can be 
extracted through this newly dis- 
covered process is magnesium, of 
which there is a shortage in this 
country. Magnesium is a metal far 
lighter than aluminum and is use- 
ful in manufacturing 
parts for planes. The deposit of 
serpentine lies in Columbia coun- 
ty, 16 miles northwest of Augusta, 
nd is owned by a number of in- 
dividuals. 

Heretofore serpentine has been 
considered a source for making 
verde antique marble principally, 


but under present world condi-| 


tions its value in connection with 
magnesium and its compounds has 
been doubled many times.

Surgeon’s Office Hopes 
to Bolster Shortage 
With June Graduates. 


To offset a growing shortage of 
Army nurses caused by the sud- 
den expansion of the armed forces, 


the surgeon’s office of Fourth 
Corps Area yesterday was mailing 
letters to all June graduates of 
accredited nursing colleges in the 
south, inviting them to enlist in 
the Service Corps. 

The decision to launch a re- 
cruiting drive for more nurses 
resulted from a disclosure by 
Colonel James E. Baylis, area 
medical officer, that Army camps 
in the southeast will need by the 
end of this month 1,700 additional 
nurses. 

Although every soldier now hos- 
pitalized has adequate nursing 
care, it was pointed out that ex- 
Pagsion during this month will 
deStroy the balance of one nurse 
to each eight patients unless the 
nursing corps is brought up to 
fomparative strength. 

Gavin in Charge. 

The drive for more nurses is 
being conducted by Captain Mary 
Gavin, assistant superintendent of 
the area nursing corps. The re- 
quirements outlined in her letter 
mre: An age limit of 21 to 40 
years, American citizenship, a cer- 
tificate from an accredited nurs- 
ing school, registration in at least 
one state and good physical con- 
gition. 

Colonel Baylis said: the shortage 
fin nurses was caused almost en- 
tirely by the fact that the rolls 
of armed forces are _ increasing 
more rapidly, because of the draft, 
than are enlistments by nurses. 

He added that not all of the 
murses used in this area will come 
from the southeast. This section 
has one-third of the entire army 
in training camps, a number far 
out of proportion to its population. , Re :

Merely Words 


J. Edgar Hoover, director of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, better known as the 
FBI, delivered the baccalaureate address at 
commencement exercises of the University of 
the South, at Sewanee, Tennessee. 

In the course of his address he referred in 
scathing language to Bundists and Communists 
who are at work in the United State plotting 
to overthrow our government and sowing seeds 
of discord here, to serve their dictator-masters 
in Europe. 

He said: “... the goose-stepping Bundsman 
and the godless and traitorous Communist... 
seek to destroy democracy—the great citadel 
of those who believe in freedom of opportunity. 
They are the real saboteurs—the saboteurs of 
morale. The antidote to their vemon is an 
informed and alert public.” 

Which adds another fine-sounding group of 
words to the innumerable condemnations of 
these enemy agents in our midst. But why, in 
the name of all freedom, are they permitted 
to walk and talk and work their nefarious 
plots among us? 

It has been stated that the FBI knows the 
identities of several hundred Communists and 
Nazi agents who are responsible for 75 per cent 
of the strikes which have so. delayed the 
American war effort. | 

The Dies committee has, time and again, 
proven various individuals as active Com- 
munists or workers for the Hitler cause. That 
committee has secured the proof and has, in 
many cases, made it public. 

Embassies and consulates of the Axis nations 
have, since the war began, vastly increased 
their staffs in this country and it is known 
that the main purpose of these enhanced’ 
personnels is to bring about disunion among 
the American people. Yet nothing has been done 
to sever diplomatic relations, to close those 
centers of enemy activity, or even to curtail 
the size of their staffs over here. 

Surely there is ample law by which the FBI 
or other governmental agency could séize 
acknowledged or proven enemy agents and 
place them where they can do no more harm. 

If, as Director Hoover stated at Sewanee, 
these enemies seek to destroy democracy, they 
can be arrested and sentenced for attempting 
to overthrow this nation’s government. There 
are many laws under which action could be 
taken against them. And, if there are legal 
stumbling blocks hindering their prompt arrest, 
required laws to remove those stumbling blocks 
could be quickly enacted. 

It is useless for Director Hoover or any 
other governmental official to merely appeal 
to “an informed and alert pyblic.” The public, 
in vast majority, is already informed and alert. 
Public opinion on this subject is so far ahead 
of official action that public condemnation of 
continued inaction is not far distant. 

We have had a plethora of words. All the 
appeals and public.addresses possible will not 
swerve a single enemy agent one iota from his 
path of sabotage. 

It is distinctly up to the FBI, or other 
government agency, to act and put these known 
enemies of the nation behind bars or send 
them out of the country. 


Fascist “Glory” 

The Bumbling Bambino—our old friend 
_Mussolini—has posed another reductio ad ab- 
surdum. This poor clown has issued a state- 
ment, on the third anniversary of the new 
Fascist navy paying tribute to the fleet and 
its “sometimes even rash audaciousness” and 
its “great number of dead.” 

This is a fleet given to taking to its heels 
at the slightest possibility of an engagement, 
to a fleet so careless as to be trapped by torpedo 
planes motionless in harbor, to a fleet that per- 
mitted a British naval squadron to penetrate 
home waters as far as Genoa to shell the city 
and return unscathed from the sortie.

Shorter Hours 

Recently the great majority of Atlanta 
stores retailing foods—the groceries, meat 
markets, etc—have adopted a new schedule of 
hours. Henceforth the regular daily hours of 
opening and closing will be 8 a. m. and 6 p. m., 
with Wednesday closing at 1 p. m. and Satur- 
day at 9 p. m.

It gives them more 
time with their families, greater opportunity 
for social and recreational activities, greater 
opportunity for self-improvement. 

However, the keeping of these shortened 
hours depends, in the final analysis, on the co- 
operation of the housewives of Atlanta, the 
women who visit these stores daily for their 
family marketing. 

It should be easy for anyone to so arrange 
the daily schedule they can do all their shop- 
ping between 8 a. m. and 6 p. m. The result, 
in better neighbors and in other ways, will be 
well worth the effort. : 

Atlanta housewives should make a point of 
never entering a food store outside of these 
hours. By doing this they will quickly impress 
upon those few, scattered establishments which 
have not yet conformed to the new schedule, 
that it is unprofitable to keep open longer. For 
there is no sense in burning electricity when 
no customers come to the store. 


NYA and Civil Service 

According to advices from Washington, an 
amendment has been attached to the appro- 
priations bill for the National Youth Adminis- 
tration, which prohibits expenditure of these 
funds to anyone under civil service. The bill 
has passed the house carrying this amendment 
and is now awaiting action of the senate com- 
mittee. 

While the objective behind the amendment 
is not made clear, the general principle would 
appear to be bad. Civil service for govern- 
mental employes is one of the greatest steps 
toward better and more efficient public service 
ever conceived. It blocks the schemes which 
lurk in political patronage in job giving and 
it assures permanence of employment and thus 
encourages greater interest and improved 
ability for any job. 

It must be that the proviso in the amend- 
ment reported deals only with permanent 
employes of the NYA. Beneficiaries of that 
organization are chiefly young people who 
receive special training through its help or who 
are assisted to work their own way through 
educational institutions. It would appear im- 
possible to apply civil service to these. 

Officials of the NYA state that, when the 
Ramspeck bill was passed, thus putting the 
NYA under civil service, months were devoted 
to setting up the machinery for classification 
of jobs and to put the work on proper scien- 
tific basis. If the present bill passes carrying 
the amendment, this work will all be undone 
and confusion is bound to result. 

It is to be hoped the senate will closely 
scrutinize this amendment, discover its pur- 
poses and, if it is intended to restore job 
patronage to politicians, kill it before the 
appropriation bill is passed.

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THE CAPITAL PARADE

THE TRUTH ON WINANT WASHINGTON, June 11.—The 


worst defects of the President’s 


policy of limited frankness with congress and the people were 
luridly displayed by Ambassador John G. Winant’s visit to the 
capitol last Saturday. In the course of a round of calls, Winant 
dropped in to see Vice President Henry A. Wallace. Wallace in- 
vited Walter F. George, chairman of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, and two or three other senators to have a talk 
with the returned ambassador about conditions in Britain. And 
after the talk one of the senators passed on what he understood 
Winant had said to the waiting newspapermen. 

Winant is a slow speaker, given to elisions, and to leaving points 
obvious to him to be inferred by his audience. The senators were 
fearful this country was “investing in a losing war,’ and Winant 
wished to persuade them this was not so. No doubt the senator 
who gave the newspapers his version of Winant’s remarks pre- 
ferred to look on the bright side. And thus stories were printed 
all over the country, the sense of which was summed up in the 
banner headline carried by one of the best known, most ably edited 
American newspapers: “Winant Says British Can Win Without 
America in War.” 

This is, unfortunately, the precise contrary to what Winant be- 
lieves. The fault was not Winant’s, or the senators’, or the news- 
papermen’s. The fault was in the failure of the White House to 
disclose the complete facts of the war situation, however bleak, 
which encourages confusion of this sort. 


HIS JUDGMENT There cannot be the slightest doubt that 

Winant was grossly misrepresented by the 
second-hand summary of his views. Winant himself was so dis- 
turbed that when he received the early editions of the Sunday 
papers on Saturday evening, he did his best to have at least one of 
the stories killed. In the interval, your correspondents have again 
investigated the purpose of Winant’s return to Washington. They 
have received positive assurance, from the highest possible sources, 
that Winant’s sole motive in leaving his post was to warn the 
President in person, with all the force at his command, that to 
delay further was to court disaster. 

In fact, Winant is not only far from thinking Britain can win 
the war without America as a fighting partner. He is also firmly 
convinced that German victory may be the outcome unless this 
country accepts full fighting partnership with Britain in the imme- 
diate future. He does not fear the British will not’ fight to the 
finish if this country is squarely with them, or that America and 
Britain together will not be able to win the war in the end. His 
confidence in the future, if this country bears its part in the war, 
was what he was trying to convey to the senators, whose defeatist 
inclinations he had to combat. Many of his opinions, such as his 
opinion of the Mediterranean situation, were accurately reported. 

But his judgment of the total war picture was not reported at. 
all. It is a simple judgment, and one which should be shared by 
every intelligent newspaper reader. He starts with the assumption 
that, however magnificent a nation’s courage may be, it will fail 
if no longer bolstered by hope. Britain’s only hope, he argues, is 
active aid from this country. So far the British have withstood 
without flinching such a grinding, cruel attrition as few nations in 
history have experienced. They will continue to take whatever 
blows may be showered upon them, so long as their hopes are still 
alive. 

Their morale will crack at last, however, Winant believes, if 
their hopes are disappointed, and they find themselves permanently 
condemned to a grim defensive battle, with defeat the only possible 
conclusion. The little people of Britain, who do not know the facts, 
may be ready to fight on. Winston Churchill, who knows the facts 
but prefers suicide to surrender, will certainly wish to fight on. 
But the British equivalent of the French men of Vichy will crawl 
out of the political woodwork. Terms dictated by Germany will be 
accepted. And this country will find itself beleaguered, surrounded, 
without a single ally, lacking the resources needed for defense, in 
a Nazi-dominated world. 


TAKE OFF OUR HOBBLES That is what Ambassador Winant 


came here to tell the President, 
and what he now has told the President. Nor is he alone in holding 
this dark view. Virtually all the President’s competent advisers, 
both on high policy and on technical military and naval matters, 
have been urging the same view on him for many weeks. A single 
dissent from it, by a man in an important position, would be hard 
to find at the State, War or Navy Department. Among the men 
here who know how matters stand, the sense of urgency is reaching 
the point of desperation. 

In his distress over the inaccurate reports of his position, Winant 
at first wished to issue a public statement telling everything he had 
come to say at the White House. He was dissuaded from doing so, 
for unexplained reasons. The men around the Presidgnt can hardly 
speak out uriless he gives them the lead. 

In his message to the nation, the President sketched in most of 
the facts of the war situation, but failed to announce action or de- 
clare it must be taken promptly. Thus the minds of most people, 
men in the street and members of congress alike, were left in the 
same puzzled confusion which was the cause of Winant’s mishap 
with the senators. If the President would tell the people, “We can 
win this war fighting at Britain’s side, but will certainly lose it if 
we don’t,” both members of congress and men in the street can 
be counted on to respond firmly and courageously. But only clear 
speaking and bold leadership will remove the hobbles from the

sporting classes. 


Originally the main purpose of the page was to present 
news of hunting and fishing and outdoors sports generally. 
We sort of kept away from editorial comment on state 
wildlife affairs. ! 

It is an admirable policy to keep things political 
out of such pleasurable activities as hunting and fish- 
ing, but it just doesn’t work. It is an inescapable 
fact that our state’s outdoor affairs are politically 
hogtied. 

I mention this on the eve of what might become a meet- 
ing of historical significance—this meeting of the Georgia 
Wildlife Federation at Macon, Ga. The issue is plain. 


Those of us who hunt and fish in Georgia don’t have 
any doubts as to where we stand with the state-controlled 
wildlife division. We only have to recall what happened 
after the state legislature passed certain measures. The 
Governor vetoed them. 


It was the wish of the state legislature, many of 
whose members have an interest in hunting and fish- 
ing, that> Georgia benefit by money obtainable 
through the Pittman-Robertson Act. The legislature 
passed an enabling act whereby Georgia could obtain 
some $60,000 for the propagation of wildlife. The 
Governor did not see fit to sign it. Nor did he see 
fit to conserve what fishing we have left. So he 
vetoed a creel and size limit. In some cases the 
taking of fish in seines was made legal. 

Well, the federation members don’t have to guess where 
they stand. They can be sure that there will be no changes 
for the better unless they take some of the bull by the 
horns. 


Strength 1 in Numbers ne in numbers 
s the federation’s sole 


hope to rf anything about iia a voice in outdoor af- 
fairs. Many conservationists claim they are victims of 
taxation without representation. They think they are en- 
titled to know how the license money is spent and that, 
since they pay the freight, they are entitled to benefits 
which the Pittman-Robertson money would give. 

But this is just so much wishful thinking, fellow coun- 
trymen. 

As a great vote-getting organization:the Georgia 
Wildlife Federation can get somewhere. In Louisiana 
the wishes of 5,000 sportsmen were granted.

There is no reason why the Georgia Wildlife Federation 
couldn’t muster 20,000 sportsmen who would like to see 
some advantage taken of the natural resources; some effort 
made to restore game to the fields and fish to the streams. 


The wishes of those who hunt and fish and own land 
have been respected in many other states. In many states 
civilian conservation committees, working with paid heads, 
control outdoor affairs. They have a consistent program 
unaffected by gubernatorial elections. 

This is the kind of thing Georgia needs. But 
neither can an organization of this sort be obtained 
by wishful thinking. It’s going to take action—and 
plenty of it. It’s going to take action from Rabun 
Gap to Tybee Light. 

The Georgia Wildlife Federation, which is being joined 
by all progressive conservation clubs, soon could gain the 
power to have its wishes respected. 

And only through a wide-awake federation and a sym- 
pathetic, co-operative government forest service is Georgia 
going to make any substantial headway toward becoming 
a mecca for hunters and fishermen again. 

This is absolutely certain in the light of past events.

Rigney’s 
60-Day Stay Is Termed ‘Favoritism’ 


CHICAGO, June 11.—(UP)—Pitcher Johnny Rigney, of the 
Chicago White Sox, today became a “guinea pig” for the national 
selective service act when his request for deferment was appealed 
to President Roosevelt. 

Paul Armstrong, Illinois director of the act, said he submitted 
the case on recommendation of Brigadier General Lewis B. Her- 
shey, acting national director. Armstrong said the case will test 
validity of deferments to baseball players for financial reasons, ° 
permitting them to complete the current baseball season. 

Rigney, 26, was ordered to report for military service June 20, 
but his local draft board granted a 60-day deferment to permit 
him to complete about half of the baseball season. Armstrong 
said the deferment showed favoritism for “high-salaried people” 
and he demanded an appeal. 

Under the law, Armstrong said, the state director is empowered 
to appeal any decision of the local or county boards. His only 
appeal is to the President. It also is true, he said, that the 
selectee’s only appeal from the local or county board is to the 
President.

Pessimism on East Not Confirmed

WASHINGTON, June 11.—Re- 
ports to well informed quarters 
here far from confirm the pessi- 
mistic views, after the fall of 
Crete, that the Nazis had already 
as good as taken the Suez Canal 


Axis lake. 

In the depressed mood of two 
weeks ago, two related facts were 
forgotten. One was that the 26 
merchant ships which the United 
States sent by ‘the Cape of Good 
Hope route were already well on 
their way to the Red sea. The 
other fact was that the British 
control the Red sea and the Per- 
sian gulf which are the sea ap- 
proaches to the Suez on the Asia- 
tic side.. 

Reaching Syria. 


Aid which could not reach the| 


British army in Crete in time is 
reaching the British and “Free 
French” army in Syria in time. 
Twenty-six ships can carry a lot 
of useful war material from planes 
to ammunition, aircraft guns and 
other articles too various to enu- 
merate. 

The ships have been arriving at 
their destinations. 
their way back for more cargo. 
How much will be ready for them 
when they return is partly de- 
pendent upon how much produc- 
tion is delayed by strikes. Ten 


more planes or 10 tanks or guns) 


may mean much in the crisis of 
a battle. 
Delayed Action. 

Costly as was the British effort 
in Greece and Crete, they did have 
the effect of delaying actions in 
allowing time for the receipt of 
more material from America and 
material and reinforcements from 
Britain, India and Australia. 

General Sir Archibald P,. Wa- 
vell, commander of all the Brit- 
ish forces in the Middle East, 
gained time to finish the job of 
putting down the rebellion in Iraq 
and time for making his mobiliza- 
tion and dispositions for the ad- 
vance into Syria, which was plan- 
ned before the fall of Crete. 

Precedent was broken for the 
German high command, which was 
accustomed to getting the jump, 
and had it again at Crete. 

Wavell Has Jump. 
It appears that General Wavell 


has the jump in Syria. He proceed- | 


ed with the same thoroughness in 
preparation for a well-co-ordinat- 
ed attack as in his Libyan offen- 
sive in which a single armored 
British division blazed the way to 
Bengazi. He sprang his blitzkrieg 
before the Germans were ready to 
. meet it. 

At least, he has proven that this 
war has given the Nazis no exclu- 
Bive right to brilliant execution of 
the old strategic maneuver of con- 
verging columns under modern 
conditions of speed and motoriza- 
tion. Now the Germans will have 
to land under his guns and fight 
their way through Syria.

Members of Chapter No. 1 of!. 
the Local No. 4, of the American 
Federation of State, County and 


Municipal Employes, an AFL af- 
filiate, want more pay and will 
ask city council’s finance com- 
mittee today to abrogate a long- 
standing 5-day week principle and 
seek a six-day-a-week schedule.
